New Cash Awards 


There always has been a problem in 
dividing cash awards and matching ma- 
chines so that the races could be close 
and participants felt a fair shake. We 
may never find a solution but try, try 
again is the only way to probe for suc- 
cess. 

This week Irwindale retained its 
normal class breakdown for trophies but 
instigated a new system in the money 
races, 

Rather than award Top Street money 
to one machine and rider the sum is 
split, half for Top Street bike, and the 
balance to Jr. Street bike. Top is a race 
between class winning cycles of 550cc 
to open displacement, and Jr. Street is 
549cc to Occ.

Weekly Short Track & 
TT Racing On Tap: 


Trojan Enterprises have taken over 
the lease on the track formerly known 
as So. Gate Raceway and have changed 
the name to Trojan Speedway. The track 
will now be used two nights a week, 
starting in Spril, for sportsman short 
track and sportsman TT events. The 
short track willrun every Tuesday night, 
beginning April 18th, and sporting TT’s 
will run every Thursday night, beginning 
April 20th. 

The track has been sub-leased to the 
Playboys MC of Long Beach who will 
tun the events, all of which are AMA 
sanctioned.

Wes Cooley, the béte noir of motorcycle journalism, caused con- 
siderable anguish among American-type racing enthusiasts with his 
pre-Daytona column, in which he asked the question, “Are factory- 
prepared motorcycles giving an unfair advantage to certain riders?” 


Needless to say, the signed columns 
in this newspaper represent a wide di- 
vergence of opinions, none of which the 
management necessarily agrees with 
completely. Readers are best served if 
all the views are presented and our own 
opinions are kept to a minimum. That is 
why we did not state the answer to 
Cooley's contention at the time the 
column appeared. 

Since then, we have heard from sever- 
al readers who want to know if Cooley's 
views are supported by fact, and others 
who say they emphatically are not true. 
They have insisted that we state the 
facts for all to see. 


1. All motorcycles are made in factories, 
therefore they are all *factory-prepared* 
to a large extent. Regarding the sending 
of factory engineers to Daytona, the 
winning Triumph factory sent only de- 
velopment engineer Doug Hele to ob- 
serve the races. 

2. AMA miles permit use of any brake 
front or rear as long as the distributor of 
the motorcycle submits photographs 
showing sanitary installation. The same 
goes for other components. Disc brakes 
can be used as well as any approved 
brake, or any individual can work through 
the distributor to have a new brake ap- 
proved. The oil cooler used for the past 
four years on road-racing Triumphs is 
adapted from a Chevy Corvette oil cooler 
and is available to one and all. 

3. As for the motorcycles which won 
Daytona’s recent 200 miler, Mr. Cooley 
can indeed buy one. They are available 
to every customer at his nearby Triumph 
dealer, Ask for the 1967 T100R Daytona 
Super Sport model and you can modify it 
exactly the same as Gary Nixon's, if 
you have the talent. The factory jobs 
started out as stock motorcycles, we are 
assured. There were no special parts 
used which could not be duplicated by a 
private individual. 

4. The “special” steering dampners on 
the Daytona Triumphs, contrary to the 
information reported by the British press, 
were standard Girling units which have 
been used the past 4 years. 

5. Nobody we spoke with thought that 
FIM rules unfairly match riders against 
factory specials, since the same rules 
apply to all. AMA rules differ primarily 
in that here racing machines (Class C)

must begin as machines available to 
customers in minimum lots of 100 in this 
country. If Count Agusta wanted to send 
100 MV 4's, for example, he could get 
them approved for racing in the AMA. 
Presently, however, 500cc machines are 
limited to 4 speeds, The rules no longer 
Say that a Class C racing machine has 
to be a counterpart of a road machine, 
with headlights and horn, etc. 

6. Finally,ifthere were any hanky-panky 
going on as Wes suspected, someone 
would have protested the winner, or any 
competitor could have claimed Nixon's 
machine for the unexotic claiming price 
of $2,000 according to AMA rules. Since 
neither of these safeguards were in- 
voked, we must assume that all the 
runners-up felt that they were beaten 
fairly and squarely. 

7. Ifitistrue that exotic factory specials 
will provide a *shot in the arm" for road 
racing by increasing spectator appeal, 
as Cooley believes, then we shall with 
great interest compare the crowd watch- 
ing ACA and AFM events, where exotic 
machinery is allowed, with the specta- 
tors at AMA road races, 

8. Misters Hailwood and Agostini would 
probably like to race here as much as 
we all would like to see them come. I am 
assured that they would be given AMA 
Expert licenses if they applied for them, 
on the basis of their considerable ex- 
perience and fame. Trouble is, they would 
be kicked out of the F,LM. if they tried 
it, for it is not generally known in this 
country, but the FILM. is far more au- 
thoritarian and shows less sign of libere 
beralizing than our AMA.

We have even been accused of foment- 
ing dissension within the motorcycle 
family by allowing Wes Cooley to air his 
views in our pages.

Needless to say, Buddy, without a doubt, is probably 
one of the best road racers in the country, and he is just as good on a light- 
weight as on a big bore. This was proven again at the recent Willow Springs 
Road races by his lightweight win in the 125cc class on a Bultaco as well 
as his 500cc win on a Norton Twin. It just doesn't make sense that this kind 


of talent is overlooked. 

Another rider I feel has been doing 
an excellent job and would have done 
well at Daytona, at least far better than 
many of the sponsored riders, is Steve 
McLaughlin on his 250cc Kawasaki. 
Of course, Steve would not have quali- 
fied for expert, but he probably would 
have won the 250cc Novice event, 

We could go on to some extent, nam- 
ing other top qualified road racers who 
have gained their experience in Southern 
California, either with the ACA or the 
AFM, who could have probably gone out 
and beat the pants off some of the top 
professional riders who were chosen. 
It's just too bad that the sponsoring 
manufacturers don't realize some of the 
talent that is available. 


“Hooray” For Harley-D 


Of course, these boys don’t get all 
the publicity the others do, but we've 
seen it in the past, and I'm sure some 
of you have read it in this newspaper, 
where various top professional 
racers have participated in our local 
events and been thoroughly thrashed, 
not just once, but repeatedly. I've often 
wondered, do the manufacturers really 
want to win these races or do they have 
some kind of contest between them to 
see who can hire the most popular or 
most publicized rider who might be ex- 
cellent in dirt events or half mile, but 
have never had any experience in road 
racing? 


At least we can say that one manu- 
facturer, and this is hard to say, but 
Harley-Davidson was smart enough to 


recognize the talent of Walt Fulton III, 
even though he has never been a *big 
gun? in the AMA, but is an excellent 
road racer. He has had all of his train- 
ing and experience on the west coast, 
racing with the two road racing organi- 
zations here. Maybe some of the execu- 
tives of the other sponsoring manufac- 
turers willtake a lesson from this young 
man's achievements. Do they really 
want to win with experienced riders, or 
do they want to have the prestige of 
having name riders participating on 
their equipment?

As the starting line formed, riders 
checked their gear and made last minute 
adjustments. Shorty after 10 o'clock, 
the smoke from the bomb drifted high 
intothe air over the soft desert sand and 
the sleeping engines roared to life. All 
eyes were on the banner, as everyone 
waited for the most exciting type of 
start in motorcycle racing. There is 
nothing else quite like this massive. 
single line start to envelop one in the 
suspense of desert racing. The banner 
fell, the sand flew, and man and ma- 
chine pitted themselves against each 
other and the barren desert. It was any- 
body’s guess who led the way to the 
smoke bomb, but when the first little 
cloud of dust came rolling back from the 
first of the two 13 mile loops, it was 
following Bud Ekins. Ekins had a good 
leadashe powered his way back through 
the sand for the second loop, facing an- 
other grueling 13 miles and the small 
bike traffic. 

A Cloud Of Dust 

Minutes after the open class plowed 
off into the desert and the dust had 
cleared, the banner fell for the second 
time and the trail bikes were on their 
way. As the engines faded from hearing

and all that could be seen from the. 
starting line was a monstrous cloud of 
dust, the spectators scampered out along 
the trails awaiting the return of the 
riders from the best vantage point they 
could find. 

With many of the trail bikes still 
coming in from the first loop, Rich 
Thorwaldson, perhaps warming up for 
the Ascot opener on April 7, came storm- 
ing past the finish to win first overall 
on a Bultaco. Jack Ogle, also Bultaco 
mounted, captured second but he was 
closely pursued by a pair of big bores 
piloted by Marvin Steele and Steve Mc 
Queen. Eyes were straining looking for 
Ekins, but it seems Bud was experi- 
encing mechanical difficulties. 

Wes Anderson, Jr., who led the first 
loop was still doing one whale of a job 
as he took the trail bike win one and a 
half minutes ahead of Cleve Thomas. 
There is a funny little story about Wes. 
It seems he was riding a Yamaha, sport- 
ing C-Z forks, which was loaned to him 
by Barry Eisenberg. Barry had raced at 
the Ponderosa eight times but hadn't 
finished any of them. Wes proved that 
the machine was capable of a win and 
said the fork change made a great han- 
dling improvement. 

Out of 250 entries only 144 finished. 
Ninety-three of the finishers were in the 
open class, and trophies were presented 
all the way back to the 74th place. Of 
the 104 trail bikes only 51 finished not 
even using up all the trophies Jack had 
for the class. Thirteenth in the trail 
bike class was Sandra Termin, who was 
the first gal to take the checkered flag. 


McQueen’s Metisse 


After the race, I had a chat with Steve 
McQueen, and I suppose I asked him the 
same question that everyone else does. 
“How do you like your Metisse?” Steve 
feels that his machine, which was set 
up by Bud Ekins, is the greatest thing 
going on two wheels. He says he is only 
a layman when it comes to motorcycles, 
but he feels the machineis at least eight 
years ahead of its time. Steve may class 
himself as a layman, but his riding 
ability is far above it. Not knowing his 
position between racing and studio con- 
tracts, which we had discussed before 
the race, I asked him if he would like to 
have his name withheld from publication. 
His answer: “Hell No! I’m proud to be 
apart of this sport." McQueen says that, 
*Motorcycle racing is the worlds great- 
est sport and has the worlds greatest 
sportsmen*. Jack Ross' Ponderosa hare 
scrambles was no exception, and an- 
other of his races enter the pages of 
the past.

In hot pursuit, first 
in class and second overall, was Dale 
Alexander on a Harley-Davidson. 


In the lightweight event, Don Anselm 
had a clean win, both in the main event 
and the heat race, on his 100cc Yamaha, 
beating last year’s 100cc production 
champion, Jeffrey Pasternak, also 
Yamaha-mounted. The 50cc class went 
to Tony Nicosia (Honda). In the 175cc 
class, Steve Galbraith on a Yamaha took 
over in the absence of his brother and 
came through with a win for Power 
Research. 


The 250cc class looked as though it 
would be hotly contended. In the heat 
race, Steve McLaughlin and Ned Maran- 
dino, as well as Marv Fleming, were in 
hot pursuit of front-runner Bob Barker, 
on a Yamaha, but couldn’t quite catch 
flying Bob in this short event. However, 
in the 250cc main, Steve got off to a 
good start on the Kawasaki and wasn’t 
Challenged except in the very beginning.

Wouldit be possible to install the 
latest type of oil pump in a 1956 
engine? Also would it be possible to 
put one in a 1954-55 longer stroke 
engine? R.S. — San Diego, Calif. 


ANSWER: There would be no harm 

done in venting the Match- 
less engine in the manner you de- 
Scribe. To obtain the same results 
without modifying the existing 
breather, you can purchase a Webco 
rocker cover with a vent attachment 
that works easily and looks neat. If 
youpursue the hose and tank system, 
make sure that the oil tank is ade- 
quately vented! 

It would not be possible to install 
the latest model oil pump without the 
purchase of new crankcases and one 
half of a crankshaft. The cost would 
be virtually greater than the value of 
the engine.

It 
seems of little consequence to a few 
residents (the closest one is % mile in 
the opposite direction of the only access 
route to the track) and a county com- 
missioner that this is considered the 
only reputable track in the Portland 
area. However, during the ten-plus years, 
the Sidewinders have been in existence 
they have been under pressure by a few 
diehards that are blind to any reason 
why motorcyclists should like to enjoy 
their sport as much as anyone else. We 
the cyclists would rather enjoy our sport 
where we are the least nuisance and 
benefit the most, but feel that we have 
been pushed far enough.
